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[y AN ATMOSPHERE serious under 
the war effort, 254 of the 305 offi- 
cial delegates of the American Den- 
tal Association met in Saint Louis 
in late August to carry on the leg- 
islative affairs of that large organ- 
ization. These 254 dentists repre- 
senting 54,269 members came from 
all parts of the Nation and from the 
military services, largely at their 
own expense, to debate and act up- 
on the issues brought by war as well 
as to transact the routine business 
of the Association. 

The motif of the meeting was es- 
sentially military. There was a gen- 
eral, there were colonels and cap- 
tains and commanders of the Navy 
present in official capacity. The 
high note of the sessions was struck 
in the address of Brigadier General 
R. H. Mills, who emphasized the 
responsibilities and opportunities 
of the dental officer. General Mills 
said, “In the first World War and 
in the present war all dental officers 
have proved that their training in

interest centered in wartime plans of the A.D.A. for dentistry 


the basic sciences and in the prin- 
ciples of surgery, supplemented 
with the training that they receive 
in the military service, makes them 
valuable auxiliary medical officers 
in the forward areas. In the Army a 
dentist is not only a dentist but also 
an officer of the Army. Some of his 
duties must necessarily concern the 
problems of command and supply. 
which go with all Army installa- 
tions. In combat units the dental 
officers must be able to take part 
in the general mission of the 
Medical Department—the _ treat- 
ment and evacuation of battle cas- 
ualties—for during actual combat 
they must put aside their profes- 
sional dental duties to participate 
in the more immediate medical 
needs. It is desirable that the dental 
officers assume these duties, other- 
wise there would be no need for 
them to be officers. The Army 
could hire dentists on a contract 
basis if their duties were to be en- 
tirely limited to professional pro- 
cedures.”

Some dental officers may be accepted for limited service. This has 


nothing to do with age but is descriptive of physical condition. Dental 
officers in the category of limited service perform full duty with fixed 
isstallations and are not available for field and combat service. 

It was emphasized at the meeting of the War Service Committee that 
no experience in civilian life qualifies a dentist for military service. 
Dentists should keep this in mind when applying for commissions. In 
the case of dentists applying for commissions and rejected for physical 
reasons provision has been made that, should they be called under the 
Selective Service System and become subject to induction as privates, 
the physical requirements will be waived and these dentists will be given 
commissions. According, however, to a ruling of August twentieth, the 
mere application for a commission is not acceptable to the Selective 
Service officials as a cause for deferment. Lieutenant Colonel Sam F. 
Seeley, the executive officer of the Procurement and Assignment Service, 
emphasized on several occasions that dentists under the age of 37 without 
dependents should not hesitate in making applications for commissions. 
This is Colonel Seeley’s expression, “He who procrastinates may find 





















himself a private.” 





Procurement and Assignment: 






Although more than 63,000 returns from the dental Procurement and 
Assignment questionnaire have been received and the names placed on 
the national roster, there still remains a large number of dentists who 
have not returned the Procurement and Assignment questionnaire. Re- 
gardless of age, physical condition, color, or sex, every dentist should 
return this form immediately. If he does not, he may find himself in an 
unfavorable position in the war effort.

Pan American Members: 


The House of Delegates approved a plan for membership for Pap 
American dentists in the American Dental Association. These members 
shall receive a Pan American card, the regular issues of the Journal oj 
the American Dental Association, and be accorded the privilege of attend. 
ing all scientific sessions. The Pan American Committee of the Association 
announced an ambitious project wherein motion pictures of technical 
dental subjects will be provided for release to Pan American dental 
societies without charge. 


Council of Dental Health: 


This is a new division of the Association, which is a combination of the 
Committee on National Health and Education and the National Health 
Program Committee. It will be the function of this Council to carry on the 
extensive caries control program, as well as to formulate the dental 
aspects of all national health programs. This Council will operate on the 
theory that dental caries is a controllable although not entirely prevent: 
able disease, and further that the control of this malady is a community 
responsibility and not a responsibility of the dental profession alone. 


Directory: 

The Directory of the American Practicing Dentists, which was to be 
compiled from the American Dental Association questionnaires, will not 
be published during the war. 
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Historian: 


It was approved that dentistry has an important history to be told and 
particularly during the war effort. The President in his address recom- 
mended that a historian be employed. 


Practice Management: 


The Association authorized the creation of a practice management 


section. 


insurance: 


There are now more than 9000 members in the Group Life Insurance 
Plan of the Association. Dentists applying for insurance will now have a 
war service rider attached to their contract, which provides that death 
outside the country is not covered in the terms of the contract. The war 
service rider does not affect the insurance of present policyholders. 


Meetings: 


Although there will be no scientific functions of the American Dental 
\ssociation during the war, it was urged that local and sectional meetings 
be held as planned. 


Parliamentary Procedure: 


Although the affairs of the House of Delegates usually function with 
smoothness, on a couple of occasions there were parliamentary flusters 
that disturbed the smooth course of procedure. These disturbances sug- 
vest that the Association should hire a professional parliamentarian for 
all business sessions and that there should be established an official 
Speaker of the House of Delegates similar to the organization within the 
American Medical Association. 


Future: 


The next meeting of the House of Delegates will be held in Cincinnati 
at the call of the Board of Trustees.

Up To juLy 1, 1942, the United 
States Government had undertaken 
to insure all property of its citi- 
zens against damage by enemy at- 
tack, or damage by our own armed 
forces in resisting enemy attack. 
Since that date, however, all citi- 
zens who wish protection against 
war hazards must buy it from the 
War Damage Corporation, which 
is, in effect, an insurance company 
set up by the United States Govern- 
ment for the express purpose of un- 
derwriting this risk. 

Nearly all fire insurance com- 
panies in the country are acting 
as fiduciary agents of the War 
Damage Corporation, collecting 
premiums, issuing policies in the 
name of the War Damage Corpora- 
tion, and adjusting losses under the 
War Damage policies. Agents, bro- 
kers and direct-writing insurance

poration, and are charged with the 
responsibility of acquainting the 
public with War Damage Insurance 
and taking applications for it. 

Most dentists do not realize that 
their fire insurance policies do not 
cover fire damage caused by war. 
Fire policies do not even cover a 
fire transmitted from another 
building which has been set ablaze 
by an incendiary bomb. And, of 
course, there is no coverage under a 
fire and explosion policy for dam. 
age done by demolition bombing. 

The War Damage Policy covers 
any damage done by “enemy at. 
tack, including any action taken by 
the military, naval, or air forces of 
the United States in_ resisting 
enemy attack.” This would cover 
damage done by bombardment 
from the air or by enemy artillery 
or by our own artillery or air force, 
while actually engaging the enemy; 
any damage done as a result of 
enemy forces seizing the property. 
or any damage done by fire spread- 
ing to the insured’s property as 4 
result of bombardment of neigh- 
boring property. 
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Such a policy would not cover 
damage caused by the allies of the 
linited States, such as Canada and 
Mexico, in resisting enemy attack. 
It is believed that the law creating 
the War Damage Corporation did 
not confer authority to insure 
against this hazard. 

The wording of the War Damage 
Policy does not specifically cover 
Jamage caused by civilian authori- 
ties, organizations, or individuals 
resisting enemy attack. It seems 
reasonable to assume, however, 
that any damage done by civilian 
defense organizations, or other per- 
sons in such cases, would be con- 
sidered under the direction of 
American Armed Forces and hence, 
losses from these causes would be 





paid. 
An important feature of the War 
Damage Policy is that the premium 


of these are: 
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is to be paid in full before the in- 
surance becomes effective. Losses 
are payable sixty days after the 
amount is ascertained by agree- 
ment or appraisal. In this respect 
the United States War Damage 
Program differs from the English 
plan, under which payment may be 
deferred until the end of the war. 
A War Damage policyholder 
may cancel his policy only if there 
is change in the ownership of the 
property or in his interest. The War 
Damage Corporation may cancel 
the insurance on five days’ notice, 
but only if the policy has been is- 
sued in violation of the regulations 
in force at the time of its issuance. 
Apparently this refers to cases 
where the insurance is written at an 
incorrect rate, or on some property 
not provided for in the regulations, 


or if it should be established that

ARMY SERVICE 


Changing from civilian to military life 


requires rapid adjustment 


VL al - 
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THE PRIMARY PURPOSE ot this ar- 
ticle is to try to acquaint dentists 
who are being called to service in 
the Army with a few of the things 
that they should know, relative to 
the first few days in which they are 
adjusting themselves to their new 
role in the war effort. 


Military Courtesy 


Saluting is one of the first prob- 
lems of military procedure you will 
face. Don’t become alarmed or up- 
set about military courtesy and 
customs, as they are not as com- 
plicated as they seem; however, 
they must in no case be taken 
lightly. Military courtesy is merely 
the application of good civilian 
manners put on a soldierly basis. 
Be polite and courteous to all your 
superior officers as well as to those 
junior to you. There are textbooks 
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available to help you through this 


seemingly complicated problem. 


The Officer’s Guide is recom- 
mended. 


Uniforms 


It is necessary that you report for 
duty in uniform. The Army summer 
uniform, which is acceptable on all 
occasions during the War, consists 
of khaki slacks, chenio khaki shirt 
and khaki tie, plain-toe tan ox- 
fords, tan or brown socks and 
either the field or garrison cap. 
These articles with appropriate in- 
signia constitute the regulation 
uniform for the summer months. 
It is not necessary to buy all of the 
winter and summer uniforms when 
reporting for duty, as they can be 
purchased from time to time ac- 
cording to your requirements. 
Learn to wear your uniform prop- 
erly; that is, have your insignia on 
correctly. Keep your uniform neat 
and clean so that you will be a 
credit to the Dental Corps and have 
pride in your own appearance. 
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In most cases the government 
makes a uniform allowance to new 
oficers. Consult the finance officer 
at your first station and find out 
from him if you are eligible for an 
allowance to cover your uniforms. 


Transportation 

You are at liberty to take your 
car if your assignment is such that 
vou will be able to use it. At most 
stations in the United States a car 
is of great value. 

The best solution to the question 
of disposing of.the family is to go 
by yourself, obey your orders, re- 
port for duty. In your leisure time 
look over the housing situation 
and, if you can find suitable quar- 
ters, have your family follow you. 
If you may not be permanently 
based at that station, it is wise to 
walt. 

Ordinarily in an original as- 
signment the time given you to re- 
port is the train time between your 
home and your destination, from 
the date shown on your orders. On 
that date you are to leave your 
home and proceed to your station. 
If you desire to drive, you must 
start in time so that you will arrive 
at your destination at the same time 
the train transportation would get 
you there. In some instances the 
order sent you authorizes you to 
travel by automobile, and in that 
case you are allowed 250 miles per 
day to reach your station. Be sure 
that this means of transportation is 
authorized before traveling at that 
rate. 


Reporting for Duty 
On arrival give your rank and 
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name, and state that you are re- 
porting for duty. Also ask at the 
gate for directions to Post Head- 
quarters. Ask anyone for the Ad- 
jutant, salute him, give your rank 
and name and tell him that you are 
reporting for duty; give him a copy 
of your orders. He will take care of 
you from there. Be sure that he has 
you sign the officers’ register so 
that you will be shown as having 
reported for duty on time. 

Ask the Adjutant to direct you 
to the finance office and give them 
a copy of your orders. You can ar- 
range at this office to have vour pay 
voucher started so that it will be 
ready for you to be paid on the 
first of the month. You will also be 
reimbursed from this office for 
your travel. Ask the finance officer 
for a mileage voucher. He will, no 
doubt, help you make it out. 


Salary 

Your salary will, of course, de- 
pend on the commission granted to 
you. Ordinarily a first lieutenant 
(the lowest commission in the Den- 
tal Corps) with dependents draws 
$278.66; a captain with depend- 
ents $332.00. Reserve officers going 
to duty may have had their com- 
mission for several years, in which 
case they, of course, would draw 
more, depending on their term of 
service. Officers without depend- 
ents draw less, because of the de- 
duction from their pay of certain 
quarter and ration allowances. 


Military Life 

Usually in each organization 
there is a mess officer and billeting 
officer. If you are not referred to 
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them by the Adjutant, ask him and 
he will direct you. 

To get your unit assignment, ask 
for the unit Adjutant or Executive 
Officer, introduce yourself. and 
show them the order that sent you 
to duty. They, no doubt. will be ex- 
pecting you and will take you in to 
see the commanding officer. 

Your life will be confusing and 
strange for a while, but do not be- 
come dismayed. Keep your eyes 
and ears open, and ask questions if 
you are not sure. 

As a dental officer in the Medical 
Department, it will be necessary 
for you to know many things other 
than your profession, so that you 
will fit into the general scheme of 
things. 

You will reap dividends if you 
will study the “Organization of the 
Medical Department.” “Company 
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Administration,” “Military Sani. 
tation, “Mess Management,” 
“Customs and Courtesies of the 
Service, “Property Accountabil- 
ity.” A splendid text for your read. 
ing is the Medical Military Manual. 
Study will be most necessary, avail 
yourself of the many training man- 
uals that will be at your disposal 
and read Army Regulations’ to find 
the correct answers to your prob. 
lems. 

Above all, learn to live with men. 
in a man’s world. Do your work in 
an excellent manner and smile re. 
gardless of how difficult the task or 
assignment given you.

NEW YORK STATE LAW REVISED 


To Protect Dentists 


One state now recognizes a dentist's right to withhold certain 


professional information when giving testimony in court. 


By JAY VOORHIES 


THE LAST LEGAL discrimination 
against dentists as members of the 
health profession was wiped out in 
New York State when Governor 
Herbert H. Lehman signed “An 
Act to Amend the Civil Practice 
Act, in relation to disclosure of pro- 
fessional information by dentists.” 
The amendment extended to den- 
tists the same protection of “‘privi- 
lege,” which has been the preroga- 
tive of physicians and nurses as a 
defense for refusing to testify in 
court actions involving a patient, 
when the information sought by the 
court would require revealing 
knowledge acquired in attending a 
patient in a professional capacity, 
and which was necessary to enable 
the dentist to act in his professional 
capacity. 

One exception was made, how- 
ever, in extending this protection 
to dentists—that a dentist could be 
compelled to testify when his pro- 
fessional information was neces- 
sary to identify a patient. Then the 
testimony required of him would 
be restricted solely to that required 
to establish the patient’s identity. 
The general exception, applying 
equally to physicians, dentists, and 
nurses, requiring them to testify 


when information possessed by 
them might establish whether a 
child under sixteen years of age 
had been the victim or subject of a 
crime, remains in the law. 

As one looks back over dentist- 
rys long battle to obtain legal 
recognition and protection as a 
profession, it is particularly inter- 
esting to note that this extension of 
the protection of “privilege” was 
handed to the profession without its 
being actively sought. Still more 
interesting is the fact that the pro- 
fession was coasting along on the 
assumption that it enjoyed the 
same protection in this respect as 
medicine, until now and then some 
dentist was subpoenaed to appear 
as a witness against a patient. He 
then discovered that his supposed 
immunity against testifying was his 
professional ethics; that so far as 
the New York State Civil Practice 
Act was concerned he, as a dentist, 
was specifically not mentioned. 
Physicians and professional or 
registered nurses were, but not den- 
tists. The dentist then had the 
choice of revealing confidential in- 
formation or of facing prosecution 
himself on a charge of contempt 
of court. 
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Amendment Introduced 


It was the discovery of two such 
cases in which dentists were com- 
pelled to testify against patients, 
which aroused the curiosity of As- 
semblyman Louis L. Friedman 
enough to make him look into this 
legal anomaly and introduce into 
the Assembly an Act to amend the 
Civil Practice Act to give dentists 
the same protection as physicians 
and nurses. But here, again, it 
wasn t dentistry that Mr. Friedman 
was particularly concerned about 
but that generally forgotten John Q. 
Public. 

To quote Mr. Friedman, “When 
I ran across a couple of cases in the 
New York Law Journal in which 
dentists were compelled to give tes- 
timony on ‘privileged communica- 
tions’ between patients and them- 
selves and made up my mind to 
have the Civil Practice Act amend- 
ed in this respect so a patient could 
feel secure in revealing even the 
most confidential information to a 
dentist to aid him in diagnosing 
and treating oral diseases, I men- 
tioned the matter to a few dentists. 
Their attitude might be summed 
up as, “All right, but so what?’ The 
reason for their casualness, I found, 
was that most of them thought they 
were immune from being com- 
pelled to testify. 

“T then began to do some re- 
search on the subject and found 
dental literature quite barren on it. 
Back in 1940 Doctor Jacob Fein- 
man, writing in the Journal of the 
Second District Dental Society of 
New York, had advocated that the 


profession do something to remedy 
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the situation. Similar opinions had 
been expressed by Doctor William 
Hunter, Doctor A. F lexner, and 
Doctor Charles Mayo. The subject 
had also been discussed in a book 
published by Columbia University 
in 1916 and in a Bulletin on Dep. 
tal Education in the United States 
and Canada, published in 1926 by 
the Carnegie Foundation for the 
Advancement of Teaching. While 
all these expressions of opinion a. 
vored extending the defense of 
‘privileged communications’ to 
dentists, the profession’s lukewarm. 
ness was apparent in the fact that 
none of these proposals was taken 
up and made the subject of legis. 
lation by the professional organi- 
zations. A few years ago an amend- 
ment similar to mine was proposed 
by the Bar Association of the City 
of New York because it included 
pharmacists. 

“Prior to introducing my amend- 
ment I did submit it to the Second 
District Dental Society and the 
Dental Society of the State of New 
York and it had their endorsement. 

“My prime object in introducing 
the amendment was to extend to the 
public the same feeling of security 
in its relations with the dental pro- 
fession and the same sense of free- 
dom to reveal information of a pri- 
vate and confidential nature that 
it enjoys in its relations with the 
medical profession. My reason for 
this was the realization that the 
great advancement of dental 
science in recent years, the increas- 
ing overlapping of dentistry and 
medicine, and the recognition by 
medicine that the mouth is a part 
of the human body and that sys- 
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temic diseases are often traceable 
to conditions in the mouth, made it 
essential, if dentists were to be able 
accurately to diagnose mouth con- 
ditions, that they have access to 
every particle of information they 
can obtain from a patient as to his 
habits and personal life. 

“Patients will be reluctant to re- 
veal such information unless they 
can be assured that, no matter what 
may happen, this information will 
he safe with the dentist; that not 
even the power of the courts can 
compel the dentist to divulge it. 
If the public has this protection not 
only will dentistry be able to per- 
form more fully its health services 
but the public health will be vastly

improved. 
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Dentists Misinformed 


Many dentists, it appears, who 
at various times have been in legal 
difficulties over privileged commu- 
nications, thought they were in- 
cluded in the general category of 
“physicians”; that the fact that the 
law did not specifically except den- 
tists would be interpreted by the 
courts as permitting their inclu- 
sion. 

So far as can be learned this has 
not been the case. In the book, Law 
FOR THE DEeEnTIST, published by 
The Dental Cosmos in 1934, court 
interpretations on that question 
pointed out that since dentists were 
not specifically included as being 
immune to compulsion to reveal in-

| The New York Civil Practice Act relating to privileged com-

Section three hundred and fifty-two of the civil practice act 
is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Physicians, dentists and nurses not to disclose professional in- 
formation. A person duly authorized to practice physic or sur- 
gery, or dentistry, or a professional or registered nurse, shall not 
be allowed to disclose any information which he acquired in at- 
tending a patient in a professional capacity; unless, in cases 
where the disclosure of the information so acquired by a dentist 
is necessary for identification purposes, in which case the dentist 
may be required to testify solely with respect thereto, or unless, 
where the patient is a child under the age of sixteen, the informa- 
tion so acquired indicates that the patient has been the victim or 
subject of a crime, in which case the physician, dentist, or nurses 
may be required to testify fully in relation thereto upon any ex- 
amination, trial or other proceeding in which the commission of 
such crime is a subject of inquiry.

tion to them alone. 

From the same source it appears 
that the law on privileged commu- 
nications, throughout the United 
States, is similar to the New York 
State Law before it was amended 
by Mr. Friedman. 

The exception written into the 
New York Act relating to compel- 
ling dentists to testify as to even 
otherwise privileged matter, if that 
information is necessary for iden- 
tification purposes, is significant. 
It is eloquent recognition of the 
role dentists have played in clinch- 
ing the identity of otherwise un- 
identifiable persons by their pro- 
fessional records and, in establish- 
ing the identity so completely as to 
satisfy a jury, and aid in the solu- 
tion of what had been impenetrable 
crimes.

including the solution of the six. 
year-old Grace Budd murder jp 
New York by Doctors Strusser and 
Abraham B. Weil’; the solution of 
the murder of Ida May Hanson iy 
Colorado through the records of 
Doctor A. P. Taylor, of Lincoln, 
Nebraska“; the frantic calls fo; 
help from dentistry by the police 
of a small New England village 
when the bodies of a woman and 
two children were found in a 
wooded section nearby*; of a simi. 
lar call for help from the Boston 
police who discovered a child's 
skeleton, shot through the head. 
These were notable cases. In each 
the first problem was to identify 
the victim and the only means of 
identity was through dentistry. 
Countless less spectacular instances 
of dental identification in non- 
criminal cases are of frequent oc- 
currence in the newspapers. 

While, as Mr. Friedman pointed 
out, it is hard to conceive of a situ- 
ation in which a dentist would 
stand on “professional privilege” 
to refuse to give testimony, which 
would aid in the identification of 
a body, or a living person, it is per- 
haps within the bounds of possi- 
bility. That is why the exception 
was written into the amended New 
York Act.

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Dentists in the Armed Forces: 


More than 10 per cent of the estimated 
total of the practicing dentists of the 
United States are now on active duty 
with the armed forces, or approximately 
7.500. Doctor C. Willard Camalier, chair- 
man of the Dental Preparedness Com- 
mittee, made this announcement during 
the three-day meeting of the House of 
Delegates of the American Dental Asso- 
ciation held in Saint Louis to conduct 
essential business. Doctor Camalier also 
pointed out that if the armed forces are 
increased to 6,000,000 men, dentists in 
the 37 to 44 age group will have to be 
called upon to complete the contingent 
of 13,700 dentists needed for such a 
force. 

In his statement made after a confer- 
ence participated in by Brigadier Gen- 
eral R. H. Mills and Lieutenant Colonel 
Sam F. Seeley, Doctor Camalier said: 

“In disclosing the number of our pro- 
fession who are now in active service, | 
may also say that dentistry is at present 
fulfilling the needs of the armed forces 
and there is every indication that we will 
not be found lacking as the need in- 
creases, 

“While dentistry has always volunta- 
rily met every request of the government 
in times of need, it must be said that the 
system established under the Procure- 
ment and Assignment Service of the War 
Manpower Commission headed by Paul 
V. McNutt is responsible for a logical 





and equitable withdrawal of dentists 
from civilian obligations. It is to be ex- 
pected that the American Dental Asso- 
ciation, with the cooperation of the Pro- 
curement and Assignment Service, will 
continue its policy of providing neces- 
sary men for the armed forces with a 
minimum of distress to defense indus- 
tries and the civilian population.”

Analysis of Dental Population: 


The Dental Preparedness Committee 
presented to the House of Delegates, in 
a supplementary report, an age analysis 
of dentists throughout the country, based 
on a survey of a considerable cross-sec- 
tion of the Nation’s 75,000 dentists. 

The survey, according to Doctor Ca- 
malier, showed that 52 per cent or 39,000 
dentists are over 45 years of age; 20 per 
cent or 15,000 are in the 37 to 44 age 
group, and approximately 18.6 per cent 
or 14,000 are under 37. 

“It has been estimated that 80 per 
cent or 11,200 of the men in the age group 
under 37 can meet the present relaxed 
physical requirements. This clearly dem- 
onstrates that if the needs of the armed 
forces are to be met it will be necessary 
to commission dentists in the 37 to 44 
age group, but since there are 15,000 in 
this group, it appears that the needs can 
be met without going beyond the age of 
144.”

FOR CHILDREN 


by WALTER C. McBRIDE, D.D.S.* 


What happens to the contract 
system when it is actually ap- 
plied to children. 


CONTRACT DENTISTRY appears to be 
of orthodontic origin. The ortho- 
dontists believed originally that 
fees should be based on a monthly 
or yearly basis. The pedodontist, 
when he came along, evidently cast- 
ing an envious eye on the luxurious 
life common to his orthodontic 
friends, inquired of himself, “Why 
not care for children on a similar 
basis?”’ And so a new departure 
in fee setting was born. Obstetri- 
cians today commonly exact an 
over-all fee for pregnancy and de- 
livery, and many pediatricians 
stipulate a flat yearly fee for pedi- 
atric care during the first year of 
the new born. Further, it’s the 
clever Chinese, I think, who pay 
their physician to keep them well. 
For both the operator and the payee 
this plan in dentistry for the child 
has many fine advantages, and as 
well, some disadvantages. 

I was only lukewarm to the idea 
until a few years ago when Doctor 
Charles Sweet, salesman that he is,

and a good one, waxed enthusiastic 
about how it operated for him. He 
had been caring for a number of 
children in an orphanage at an 
hourly rate and deduced therefrom 
that the plan could be converted to 
use for private practice. So he be- 
gan. He has altered his original 
practice plan considerably but so 
far as is known he still utilizes it, 

Encouraged by Doctor Sweet's 
enthusiasm and biased by his busi- 
ness acumen, | began the paper 
planning incident to its incorpora- 
tion into my practice. I had long 
since learned that a pedodontist 
could ably care for 1,200 children, 
and having that number and a few 
to boot, began some calculus and 
mental gymnastics as follows: 1,- 
200 patients, $25.00 per year each; 
$30,000 gross income could pro- 
vide ideal dentistry without paren- 
tal questioning regarding treat- 
ment, X-rays, or anesthetics; vaca- 
tions no longer costly because of 
the yearly fee; hereafter, orthodon- 
tist-like, I could enjoy the trout- 
fishing season, the deer-hunting

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season, the pheasant season, the na- 

tional meetings, as well as the regu- 

lar vacations with the family, with- 
out interruption of the income. 

Utopia, thought I, and | couldn't 

wait until tomorrow to begin. 

A folder of explanation was at 
once prepared, to be given out to 
new patients, and to the old on their 
periodic return. But a wise coun- 
sellor said, ““Put nothing in writ- 
ing, lest the advice and opinions of 
family dentists and dental friends 
be sought and the idea be discred- 
ited by the unscrupulous few—or 
perhaps the patient, by the lure of 
a reduced fee be lost by conscrip- 
tion.” I said, “Dentists were not 
like that.” To which he averred, 
“They could be.” So the idea was 
initiated with verbal presentation, 
which proved to be far too time- 
consuming. Briefly it stipulated all 
dental needs except regulating and 
spacing appliances, three prophy- 
laxes per year, together with all 
operative needs and emergency 
service. A ten-year service, four to 
fourteen. 

It was early learned that $25.00 
per year was too high to interest all 
possible takers and so the utopian 
paper gross of $30,000 had not only 
to be sliced but materially whittled. 
Another fact soon encountered was 

that people were not generally in- 
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terested in buying this type of in- 
surance, they more or less had to 
be sold. To abbreviate a long story, 
perhaps fifty children only were 
placed on this yearly-fee plan. 

The working arrangement with 
these children was ideal for me. I 
could proceed unhampered and 
without questions as I saw fit. The 
compensation came in semi-annual 
installments and promptly. Today 
however, I have only two patients 
on this basis, both of the same fam- 
ily, and when they become of age 
the idea will have terminated. To 
me the disqualifying blows have 
been: 

1. The promiscuous time con- 
sumption of those patients who 
take the liberty of coming in un- 
heralded or calling for appoint- 
ments promiscuously, two and 
three times as frequently as when 
on the regular basis. These parents, 
arrogantly feeling that they are 
paying for this service, appear to 
have no qualms about disturbing 
a tight schedule of appointments 
for me, or discommoding the pa- 
tients who have those appoint- 
ments. 

2. The reneging in families of 2 
or 3 children of which one child 
may have few dental needs and the 
others many. The child with the

ON THE WRITING OF DENTAL HISTORY 


DENTISTRY HAS a comparatively short recorded history. The chroniclers 
of dental history have been amateurs in the exact sense of the word. They 
have been men who spent their time and resources for the sheer love 
of the undertaking. Although the labors of these dental historians were 
zealful, they were short on scholarship. Generally speaking, dental his- 
torians were sectionaries of history, not broad historians. They focused 
their interest on a thin aspect of dental history and brought it into sharp 
focus. In so doing the significant men and events in the background were 
often dimmed beyond recognition. 

Dental history has not only lacked historians but also funds and en- 
couragement. The courses in the subject offered in dental colleges are 
gruesome in their pallor of boredom. They smell of the mold of the mu- 
seum and the must of the library. Programs on the subject for dental 
societies have been invitations to somnolence. The writings of dental 
history have lacked grace and sparkle and warmth. In short, the recording 
of dental history is in a sorry state. 

Today dental history is being made. American dentistry is being car- 
ried to all the continents of the world. For the first time many peoples 
throughout the world are seeing American soldiers and sailors. They are 
seeing dental officers with them. These dental officers are mvre than den- 
tists. They are symbols of a great Nation’s intense interest in the health 
of its fighting men. Already some of these dental officers have dis: 
tinguished themselves outside the call of professional duty. Major Rober! 
L. Kushner of the Army Dental Corps received a citation for his dis- 
tinguished service at Pearl Harbor. Another dentist on that dark Sunday. 
a Navy Dental Corps officer, Lieutenant Elmer W. Schuessler was com- 
mended by President Roosevelt. More recently Major Donald M. O'Hara 
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of the Army Dental Corps was awarded the Order of the Purple Heart 

for gallantry during the Burma campaign. Before this war is over there 

will be other dental officers conspicuous for meritorious service. 

There is a great epic to be written. It is the story of the organization 
and functioning of the Dental Corps of the Army and the Navy. It is a story 
of production. of building, of transportation; of material things. But it 
is more a story of men; of the men who have made the military dental 
service a career and of their plannings for the days of war. It is a story 
of other men. dentists called from civilian life to active duty. It is a story 
of dental clinics and dispensaries; of dressing stations in the green jungles 
and operating rooms on the seven seas. It is a story of heroism and devo- 
tion and sacrifice. 

Who will write this broad story of dentistry during the war? No indi- 
vidual has the time or the facts accessible or the money to do the job. It 
is a job measurable in years of labor. It seems, therefore, it is one that 
can only be done in cooperation with the federal government. Undoubted- 
ly, the government will prepare an official history of the war. This will 
cover the broad aspects of the struggle. Little or nothing of dentistry will 
likely be mentioned. Dentistry should be prepared to write a separate and 
exclusive history. 

It may be argued that in the heat of warfare there is no time to give 
to the deliberations of writing history. But now should be the time to 
begin this work. The American Dental Association has a Committee on 
Dental History. This Committee. in cooperation with the representatives 
of the Army and Navy Dental Corps, has an excellent opportunity to out- 
line a program. The American Dental Association could concentrate on 
the civilian dentist’s rdéle in the war, whereas the Army and Navy Dental 
Corps could prepare the stories of their respective services. Then all this 
could be blended skilfully into a vital document, breathing with life and 
interest—a document that we and all those who follow after us should be 


proud to see.

How muCcH of the wartime state 
will survive after the conclusion of 
hostilities? Democratic practices 
still characterize much of our war- 
time state. but as the pressure for 
total victory grows stronger. the 
means we employ will come closer 
to those used by our Allies and by 
the Axis to prosecute the war. 
Changes brought about in our gov- 
ernment by the war have an im- 
portant influence on dentistry. As 
an editor put it, “To protect him- 
self against the withering away of 
his practice, the dentist should 
constantly keep his finger on the 
pulse of changes in political and 
economic institutions. ” 

Economic institutions are al- 
ways on the march. Resiliency in 
adaptation to economic “musts” 
keeps them alive; resistance to 
change starts them on their way to 
the grave. Failure to sense the di- 
rection of change in institutions 
brings uncertainty and loss of bal- 
ance in orientation to the prob- 
lems of everyday life. 
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Population Trends 


Changes in the age-composition 
of our population also have an im- 
portant bearing on the future of 
dental practice. The population of 
the United States is getting older. 
There were 8,956,000 persons 
over 65 years of age in the United 
States in 1940 as compared with 
6.634.000 in 1930. This is an in-

crease of about 35 per cent. The 
increase in total population was 
only 7.2 per cent. Looked at in an- 
other way, about a century and a 
half ago, the median age of our 
population was around 16 years; 
between 1930 and 1940, the median 
age rose from 26.4 to 29 years. The 
number of persons under 20 years 
of age decreased from 47.609.000 
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Future plans for dental educa- 
tion and dental practice will have 
to weigh population trends pains- 
takingly. Here again, is a full-sized 
task for professional leadership. 
Many considerations rush to our 
minds the moment we begin to 
think about the health, consump- 
tion habits, and economic status of 
the old and the young in our popu- 
lation. 

Changes in urban and rural 
population raise problems of the 
economy of practice location and 
utilization of total dental resources. 
In almost every ten-year period in 
our history, the urban population 
has grown much faster than the 
rural. It increased more than six 
times as fast between 1920 and 
1930. Between 1930 and 1940, ur- 
ban growth slowed down to a point 
where it just barely exceeded that 
of the farm population—7.9 as 
compared with 6.4 per cent. In 
1940, urban population comprised 
74,424,000 persons, or 56.5 per 
cent of our whole population 
(about the same ratio as in 1930; 
that is, 56.2 per cent). 

Answers to considerations of 
limitedness of dental resources in 
relation to a broadened expansion 
in demand for dental care, may, 
perhaps, be found in the most sig- 
nificant vital statistics of the past 
decade; that is, the great decrease 
in the rate of our national popula- 
tion growth. Between 1930 and 
1940, the population of the United 
States increased by 7.2 per cent, 
from 122,775,000 to 131,669,000. 
The rate of increase is less than 
half of any shown in any preceding 
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intercensal period, and it stands 
out in sharp contrast with the 16] 
per cent increase in population be. 
tween 1920 and 1930. 


How to make people of different 
age groups spend their money for 
what they now need most, dental 
care, 1S an ever-pervasive issue in 
the practice of dentistry. The cor. 
relation between health and the ca. 
pacity to produce income is, of 
course, an obvious fact. Now that 
the income of workers has risen 
rather sharply, it remains to be 
seen how much of it will flow across 
the thresholds of dentists for need- 
ed care; and this is particularly 
important, since much of this care 
could contribute to the war pro- 
duction effort through improved 
health of workers. 


WEEKLY EARNINGS 

















Viewed in retrospect, perhaps as 
much as one-third of the real in- 
come gained by workers during the 
years 1900-1930, was wiped out 
during the most serious depression 
in our history. After 1933, how- 
ever, the buying power of money 
wages turned upward. Between 
January, 1936, and September, 
1940, the cost of living moved up 
a bit, but hourly earnings advanced 
substantially. Fuller employment 
of the nation’s labor power raised 
the earnings of the average mem- 
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ber of the working force between 
the Fall of 1940 and that of 1941. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics data 
shows that average weekly earnings 
in manufacturing industries in 
1942 for a 42-hour week were about 


$36 as compared with $25.80 in- 


1938. 
Emphasize Dental Care 


Now that restrictions upon 
spending, forced by the diversion 
of productive effort from consumer 
goods of all kinds to instruments of 
warfare, seem inescapable, educa- 
tional effort should be made by the 
government and the dental profes- 
sion to call attention to the im- 
sortance of shifting emphasis in 
individual consumption scales so 
as to provide for more dental care 
for both personal and _ patriotic 
reasons. It is unwise to force sav- 
ings at the expense of workers’ 
health. One way to increase the 
productive resources of the country 
is to reduce the time lost from work 
resulting from illness. Spending 
some of the increase in the pay.en- 
velope for dental care is sound be- 
havior always, but particularly at a 
time when every ounce of produc- 
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tive power is sorely needed for war. 

The residue of war is want and 
sickness of body and soul. How 
much of the responsibility of the 
wartime state will carry over into 
the state after the war is a matter of 
speculation. In wartime the gov- 
ernment grows bigger, busier, and 
more-and-more all-embracing in its 
activities. It seems fairly certain, 
then, that for some time after hos- 
tilities cease, the government will 
have to look after the individual, 
business, and other private institu- 
tions. 











The organization of dental prac- 
tice and the problems that will con- 
front dentists will be the product of 
those forces, which brought about 
shifts in the réles played by indi- 
vidual and governmental effort in 
our economic and social life.

REGULATIONS AFFECTING DENTAL LABORATORIES 


THERE ARE TODAY eleven states that require dentists to write prescriptions 
to obtain dental appliances for prosthetic service from unlicensed labora- 
tory technicians, according to Doctor L. D. Pankey of Coral Gables, 
Florida. Speaking before the National Association of Dental Examiners 
in Saint Louis, Doctor Pankey also reported that sixteen states prohibit 
commercial dental laboratories from advertising services direct to the

Restoring Contour 


().—I have several patients for whom 
1 am making dentures. They are women 
who have had dentures for several years, 
and complain of their cheeks sinking 
in. They want the new dentures to fill 
out their mouths and make them look 
younger. I would like your advice on 
how to try to achieve this result. 

Do I have to open the bite more on 
the new dentures, and should I extend 
or protrude the teeth more to the lips 
or front of the patient’s mouth?—-H. P., 
New Jersey. 

A.—Your patients have a per- 
fect right to expect their new den- 
tures to restore, to a large extent, 
the normal contour of their lips and 
cheeks. I frequently ask my pa- 
tients to bring a photograph that 
was made before they lost any of 
their own teeth so that, by studying 
lip and cheek contours, and meas- 
uring the facial proportions with a 
pair of calipers, I can judge the 
correct opening and just how much 
contour to provide for the dentures. 

I try them in the mouth many 
times, adding or removing wax or 
repositioning teeth, until they look 
about right to both the patient and 
myself. It is often a good plan to 
request that the most interested or 
critical member of the patient’s 
family should come and suggest 
changes and approve cases, while 
they are in the wax and, therefore, 
in changeable form. I have found 
this careful attention to the matter

A Partial Denture 


().—I have a patient who has no teeth 
from the cuspid back on the upper right 
side, but he has nearly all his upper left 
and anterior teeth. He has most of his 
own lower teeth. What is the best way to 
restore the teeth on the upper right side? 
By a removable restoration? I think it 
would have to be in vulcanite as he is 
unable to pay for a metal case. 

Another case—A man with many cavi- 
ties has large strong teeth. He has cavi- 
ties in all his upper front teeth near the 
gum. What do you advise to restore these 
teeth?—-E, A. P., Rhode Island. 

A.—The simplest way to make a 
vulcanite partial upper denture for 
such a case is to make a plain pal- 
ate-fitting vulcanite denture, te- 
tained with a bucco-lingual stain- 
less steel wire clasp on the cuspid 
and an embrasure passing across 
the occlusal surface and engaging 
the buccal contour of one of the 
posterior teeth on the other side, 
usually the first molar. It may be 
necessary to grind a little enamel 
to make room for the wire to pass 
over the occlusal embrasure with- 


out causing trauma to a lower tooth } 


cusp. 

Greater stability can be secured 
by using two such _ embrasure 
clasps. It is advisable to trim such 


a denture well back from the necks [ 
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of the teeth to prevent gingival irri- 
tation. 

In answer to your second ques- 
tion, Doctor Warner says, “Except 
for appearance we believe gold foil 
to be the best filling material for 
gingival third cavities. Where the 
appearance of gold is objection- 
able. we like to use baked porcelain 
inlavs or acrylic inlays.”—V. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


Tic Douvloureux 


(Q.—I have a patient whose teeth have 
heen out for two or three years, and in 
the meantime he has developed tic dou- 
loureux. He has had three or four at- 
tacks. He wants dentures, but he is fear- 
ful that they might make these attacks 
worse. 

In my own experience I have had only 
one patient who had tri-facial neuralgia. 
It came on long after her teeth had been 
out and dentures put in. I told my pa- 
tient that in my judgment dentures 
would neither do him any good nor any 
harm so far as his nerve trouble was con- 
cerned, and I recommended that he have 
his dentures made. Am I right or wrong? 
~C. M. W., Mississippi. 

A.—We believe that you are 
right in your idea that dentures will 
not affect unfavorably the condi- 
tion that causes the tic douloureux. 

So far as I have been able to 
learn the etiology of tic douloureux 
is unknown, but I have never heard 
of a case being affected one way or 
the other by any dental operation. 
Removal of pulpless teeth, roots or 

teeth deeply involved by pyorrhea. 
has no effect on this condition. 

Placing of dentures for your pa- 
tient is indicated from the point of 
view of benefit to general health.— 
GEORGE R. WARNER. 


Traumatic Occlusion 


Q.—A fellow practitioner has a case 
of traumatic occlusion. The patient is a 
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man, aged 37. The posterior teeth have 
never fully erupted, resulting in a 
marked anterior overbite. The upper cen- 
tral incisors have been worn approxi- 
mately in half by attrition. 

He has constructed a lower acrylic ap- 
pliance that snaps over the teeth for re- 
tention and opens the bite almost six 
mm. The anteriors are totally out of con- 
tact at all times. This is a permanent 
appliance. 

I maintain that his procedure is in- 
correct. Since he intends to open the bite. 
the treatment should be gradual with 
this appliance—first a few millimeters 
and then finally the total amount desired. 
When the jaws and related structures 
have adapted themselves to this change. 
I would make onlays on the posteriors 
and build up the incisors with jackets. 
Naturally, the patient must have a work- 
able occlusion rather than the up and 
down occlusion that we find in the aver- 
age bite. | 

As the case now stands the patient has 
no occlusion to speak of and has only a 
table-top surface upon which to masti- 
cate food. The lack of contact in the an- 
terior region must result in a deteriora- 
tion of these structures. He says that by 
chewing a small hard substance for a 
few minutes each day, this can be avoid- 
ed.-A. W., Pennsylvania. 

A.—We have frequently opened 
patients’ bites with both removable 
occlusal splints and with fixed in- 
lays, onlays, crowns and bridges. 
and I for one am convinced that in 
most such cases nothing is gained 
by attaining the ultimate opening 
desired. using the gradual stages 
vou suggest. Instead, I like to estab- 
lish the total opening desired with 
a cuspless occlusal splint processed 
from a hard baseplate wax func- 
tional bite. 

The functional occlusion is se- 
cured by having the patient close 
on the wax splint and move the jaw 
in all possible jaw excursion posi- 
tions until the occlusal plane is 
chewed down and the incisors are 
in contact in the incisive position— 
not left out of contact as you say 
is the case with this patient with the 
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present splint. After the jaw mus- 
cles accommodate themselves to 
this restored opening position, 
a semblance of tooth form can 
be carved on the splints or, if 
the ultimate restoration is to be 
made with fixed work, the. correct 
bite to build to is established with 
the splint. 

If the anterior teeth are so short- 
ened by abrasion that the correct 
jaw opening will require their 
lengthening with jacket crowns, 
this length can be provided on the 
splint; or splints, if the teeth on 
both jaws require lengthening. The 
incisal tipping portion of an acryl- 
ic splint should be packed with a 
shade of acrylic to match the teeth, 
such as is used in making acrylic in- 
lays and jacket crowns.—V. C. 
SMEDLEY. 


ice Aids Diagnosis 


Q.—In the issue of OraL Hyciene for 
May, 1942, you mention locating the 
point of sensitivity with a pointed piece 
of ice. I had heard of this idea before 
but have always wondered how one 
makes the ice pointed. What sort of mold 
would one use? I would be grateful if 
you could send me that information.— 
S. L., Pennsylvania. 


A.—As a diagnostician, I have 
been using a pointed piece of ice 
for testing teeth for vitality for 
more than twenty years. 

We keep ice on hand all the time 
for taking hydrocolloid impres- 
sions, so it is convenient to carve a 
piece of ice about three inches long, 
three-quarters of an inch in diam- 
eter at the butt and pointed down to 
a quarter of an inch in diameter. 
The ice is carved roughly with run- 
ning hot water and finally on the 
hot water faucet. 

We hold this in a strip of gauze, 
which is made from a six inch 
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square, folded to about an inch 
wide and wound around the leg 
end of the ice. With ice prepared in | 


this manner, one can test 32 teeth in 
a very short time and can record 
the response of the teeth from very 
slow to very fast. I find it convep. 
ient to use the plus and minus signs 
in this manner: no_response— 
very slow +— —, slow +—, nor.

Resorption 


().—Here is a case of resorbed jaw, 
similar to that printed in the May issue 
of Ora Hyciene. A man, 60, wearing 
acrylic dentures, with the lower ridge 
virtually flat, complains of numbness on 
the lower left side of his lip and chin 
while eating. After removing the den- 
tures for about 10 minutes, the numb. 
ness disappears, and he can wear them 
comfortably until eating again. I have 
tried to relieve the pressure by grinding, 
but without success. The denture is not 
stable, but the patient gets along all 
right except for the numbness. 

Any suggestions you can give me will 
be greatly appreciated.—C. H. P., Penn- 
sylvania. 

A.—Your patient’s trouble could 
be caused by the denture pressing 
on the inferior dental nerve as it 
emerges from the mental foramen. 
You should be able to locate this 
foramen with the tip of your finger. 
Mark the area with an indelible 
pencil, insert the denture for trans- 
fer of color. Grind the denture base 
away liberally over this area, and 
the numbness and discomfort will 
no doubt be relieved.—V. C. SMED- 
LEY.

on the usefulness of multi-vitamin preparations 
*jJour. A. M. A., July 18, 1942; pp. 948-9 





@.How do multi-vitamin preparations 

ft into the nutritional picture ? 
a, Every effort should be made to obtain 
food rich in vitamins. But since it is 
now recognized that vitamin deficien- 
ciesare not only widespread but rarely 
occur singly, it is often necessary to 
supplement dietaries with multi- 
vitamin preparations. 


Q.Where may multi-vitamin supple- 
ments be especially necessary ? 


A. In the following situations: persons 
receiving (1) inadequate diets, (2) 
special diets for pregnancy and lacta- 
tion, (3) reducing diets, (4) restricted 
diets for treatment of allergy, (5) 
diets during convalescence from severe 
infections, (6) diets for treatment of 
peptic ulcer, (7) infant feeding. 


Q. What are the formula standards for 
multi-vitamin preparations upon 
which official medical acceptance is 
based? 


A. Formulas of such preparations should 
contain vitamins in proportions related 
to the minimum daily requirements 
for adults, as defined by the U.S. Food 
and Drug Administration. The mini- 
mum daily requirements are: 


Vitamin A 4000 USP units 
Vitamin B, 1.0 m¢. 
Vitamin B2 

(Riboflavin) 2 mg. 
Vitamin C 30 mg. 
Vitamin D 400 USP units 
Vitamin P-P
